HE FIRST SOLO crossing of the Atlantic ever 

planned by a woman flier ended in tragic disappoint- 
ment yesterday afternoon when Miss Ruth Nichols 
made a faulty landing at St. John, New Brunswick, on 
the first stage of her flight, and crashed. Miss Nichols 
was rushed to hospital, but her injuries are described 
as “not serious.” : 


An exclusive story of her plans and chances of 
success disclosed in New York before her take-off for 
St. John, revealed the project.as one of the most 
ambitious ever attempted by man or woman. It was 
nothing less than a speed dash to Paris. Miss Nichols 
was equipped with a plane capable of 200 miles an hour

She expects to 
be-aver the ocean only from eight 
to twelve hours, - 

The take-off ‘from Harbour 
Grace will be made in the after- 
noon, which means flying ut night 
over the Atlantic. The darkness 
in these Intitudea Jasts only about 
four hours, however, and the 
speed ‘of her plane eastward will 
reduce thnt,to about three hours.

JURY'S RECOMMENDATION IN 
DEATH INQUIRY. 

A recommendation that the 
standard of cflicieney of old-type 
cnra be raised by the Pollee 
Traffic Department before xrant- 
ing leenses was made by 
a jury, composed of Mesafs. 
J. We Morris, foreman), « W- 
F. Smith and S. Feldman, in an 
inquiry conducted by Mr, Hamilton, 
at Kowloon yesterday, into the 
death of Lau Hok (24), who was 
kiMled in a lorry aceldent in Shan- 
tung Street on June 1, 

After Dr, 2. F. §. Court had 
given evidence certifying that death 
was due to haemorrhage and shock, 
Au Young-kang, the driver of lorry 
2197, said that about 7.30 p.m. on 
May 31 he went to get hts forry 
out of o garage in Shantung Street. 
He could not get it to start, so he 
got into another lorry, No. 1058, 
which was behind It and pushed his 
lorry out. He orturted lorry No, 
1088 by connectiay the 
with a plece of wire, an the ignitlon 
key was nol in ita hole, ‘To Kee 
who was at the wheel of No, 2107 
drove it off, and he bexun to put 
1058 back into the parnge. 
ns he was about to cuter, some per- 
son ran ucross the path of the 
lorry, enusing him to apply his 
brakes, and the lerry to skid. The 
lorry went up a mound of gravel 
stones and upset on its right side. 
He was thrown out. When he pick- 
od himself up he saw a mat pinied 
under the right. front wheel. He 
immedintely ran to the police Bta- 
tion for help. Before the erash he 
had never seem the man, He had 
no permission to drive No. 1068, 
He was proceeding about twelve 
miles an hour at the time oof the 
crash, 

Ng Ying said that she heard a 
lorry coming from behind her mak- 
fnye a loud noise, She saw it std 
denly turn to the left and mount 
a pile of slones and then upiet on 
its right side, ‘pinning a man, who 
was standing on the pile of stones, 
down to the seround, The driver 
got outand ran away. Stic called 
out for help but the man who was 
pinned down did not hear, She did 
not sve any person cross in front of 
the lorry before it swerved to the 
left. 

Chit. Kui, the driver of No, 1058, 
said that he had not given per 
mission to Au Yeunyekangy to drive 
his lorry. The brakes of his lorry 
were not in geod order, but the 
stecring was alright. Hearing how 
the accident had happened he could 
not expinin how the lorry had sud- 
denly turned to the left. 


Bad Steering Gear. 


Sub-Inapector Mason sald that 
the stecring gear of the lorry, an 
old “T” type Ford lorry was bad. 

Sergennt Scrim snid that he test. 
ed 1058. an old Ford lorry, and 
found. that the steering wheel was 
wobbly, though the brakes were ex- 
cellent. 

The Jury then retired, 
brought. in a verdict of acetdental 
death caused by haemorrhage and 
shock, and recommended that the 
driver be severely censured, but 
they did not find that hia carcless- 
ness wis sufficient to warrant a 
charge of manslaughter.

After a sitting Insting for three 
days, the jury returned unanimous 
verdicts of guilty agalnst To Luk 
,and Fung Chau-puh, on charges of 


-| possession of and uttering forged 


revenue stamps, before the Chict 
Justice (Sir Joseph Kemp) at the 
Criminal Sessions yesterday, In 
order to finish the protracted hear- 
ing to enable a start to be made 


with the murder case ‘to-day, the- 


Court sat until a quarter to seven 
yesterday. 

Both men were charged‘ with, 
(1) posséasion of 240 forged re- 
venue stamps, and (2) exposing 
them for sale and uttering them; 
while To Luk was ndditionally 
charged with uttering ten forged 
revenue stampa. j 

His Lordship, after accepting the 


jury’s verdict, which was delivered" 


after o flve minutes. retirement, 
sentenced both men to.four years’ 
imprisonment with hard Iibour on 
each of the first two counts, the 
sentences to run concurrently, and 
he fmposed a similar concurrent 
sentence on To Luk in respect of the 
third charge.. 


Not Principals. 


In passing the sentences. his 
Lordship suid: : 

Forgery is a very serious offence, 
whether it takes the form of netual 
forgery, uttering of forged docu- 
ments, or possession of them with- 
out lawful excuse, Certain {n- 
dications lead me to believe that you 
are not principals in this mutter, 
but if it were not for agents to dis- 
tribute such — things, principals 
eould not achieve their object. 
The use of such stamps would not 
only defraud the Government but 
might involve members of the public 
in serious losses. 

In making a statement from the 
dock, first accused sald he had no 
guilty knowledge — but did certain 
things because he was asked to do 
so by second necused, 

Mr. Hin-shing La, instructed by 
Messrs. Lyson and Hall, defended 
second accused, but did not call ac- 
cused, or submit any evidence. He 
contended that he had no cuse to 
answer, and, in his defence, attack- 
ed the credibility of Crown” wit- 
nesses. 

He submitted there was no con- 
clusive evidence of forgery, and 
added it was an undignified method 


J of decoying innocent or guilty per- 


sons into a crime in order for them 
to be cuptured as criminals, 

In summing-up, his Lordship 
ruled that there wis prima facie 
evidence of forgery, and said the 
police trap, in that particular cose 
at any rate, wns, In his opinion, 
quite proper. THe Angtanced — the 
trapping of blackmailers, and eX- 
plained it was not a case of the 
police inducing # persen to commit 


Ja crime in order to apprehend him, 


as that would, of course, be most 
improper.

__ OBITUARY: 


~A- FORMER PRESIDENT 
, OF FRANCE. — 


Paris, June 22. 

The death has occurred of tha 
former President of France, M. 
Fallieres, at the age of 90.— 
Reuter, — * rN 

M. Armand Falliercs was the son 
of a clerk of the peace and grand- 
son of o blacksmith. He became 
a village attorney in his earlier 
life, and was elected a Deputy in 
1876, 
of the Interior, of Education, and 
of Justice; and was President of 
the Senate cight times: , A farmer 
by choice after his retirement from 
the Presidency into private life in 
1913, he had a passion for vine 
growing and took great pride in 
his achievements in this direction 
on hia estate In the Garonne: dia- 
trict, Southern France. : 

M. Fallicres succeeded M. 
Loubet as President of the Fronch 
Republic in 1906. The possession 
of undoubted abilities and a na- 
tural aptitude for overcoming the 


]diMiculties which beset 2 man-who 


possessed neither birth nor wealth 
to emphasise his claims, made him 
achieve distinctlon though verit- 
ably a man of the people. Born in 
1841, to a young couple whose 
married prospects held out no 
promise of an very glorious 
future for thelr offspring, his 
career after a brief period of 
youthful waywardness was marked 
by a steady progression, 

He was 35 years of age when he 
made his bow to the Speaker. and 
rising on the flood-tide of Re- 
publicanism he seon achieved 
office, He was Minister of the In- 
terior in the Duelere Cabinet, and 
became Premicr when M. Duclerc 
retired. Unfortunately, the Fal- 
Neres Ministry lasted Jess than a 
month, but in 1890 M. Fallieres 
was elected to the Senate, and in 
1899 voted President of thnt 
august assembly, from which, 
seven years iter, he was to pass 
to the Executive Chair, 

In judgment of his fellow- 
beings, in tact, good-nature and 
common sense, he recalls MM, 
Loubet, and in miuny ways achiev. 
ed as President of the Republic, 
as great a success as did his pre- 
decessor. He was helped a great 
deal by a Taw son anda daugh- 
ter of strong religious convictions, 

Ue did much to cement the 
ratente cordiale during: his term of 
office as President, and paid an 
England in May 
1906, in connexion with the 
Franco-British Exhibition, - which 
he opened fointly with King Rd- 
ward VIL,
